critical and harnessing attitude of the

Tenth.-The Republican party has al­ 
ways advocated equal rights and privil­ 
eges for all people without any distinction 
wiiatever as to classes or individuals.

Chicago, July 7.—W ith flaming torch 
lawless hordes of firebugs were at work 
last uight ut a score of point* in the 
s.-lith half of Chicago. 
Fires were rag­ 
ing in every direction among the uciner­ 
ous railroad yards, thousands of cars aud 
tens of thousands of dorrara worth of 
n et chandler went up in smoke or were 
carried off by the uow frenzied mobs of 
rioters. 
Incendiarism 
was 
rampant, 
alarm after alarm followed in quick suc­ 
cession all night aud from early morn­ 
ing until midnight report* of fresh fires 
followed each other with startling rapid­ 
ity, being confined, however, principally 
to railroad rolling stock aud buildings, 
against which, thus far, the greater part 
of the mob’s fury has been directed. 
Early iu the morning 
a blaze 
started 
among some overturned cars at Kensing­ 
ton, quickly 
communicating 
to 
other 
tracks lilied with 
long lines 
of cars, 
many containing 
valuable merchandise 
were soou blazing furiously. 
Faulted by 
stioug winds there were at this point a 
total of eighty cars wiped out. 
At the 
stock yards one blaze after another was 
reported, and from the outlying districts 
cairn* urgent calls for engines and police 
protection, increasing in frequency. 
But with tho fulling shades o f uight 
came the climax of the fiery festival. 
Tho Pau Handle yatds from Fifty-hfth 
to Sixty-third streets, eight blocks, were 
a mass of tire. 
Teu tracks, containing 
from a thousand to two thousand cars, 
half of them loaded, is a total loss. 
No 
water Iwing at baud the fire burned itself 
out. 
The Pan Handle station at Sixty- 
third street was also tired and destroyed. 
The Grand Trunk yards at Elston was 
a sea of flames. 
Five hundred box cars 
are supi>os**d to have been burned. 
All 
efforts to check the flames were futile. 
'The flag s h a n tie s aud other railroad prop­ 
erty also bunted, uud no water except 
•n e stream from a plug at Fifty-first 
street could be obtained. 
While directing 
the movements of the Eleventh battalion 
at this point Fire Marshal 
Fitzpatrick 
was seized by a thoroughly frenzied mob 
of firebugs aud thrown into a pond, from 
which he wus rescued more dead than 
alii**. 
At Hyde Fark, near the world’* fair 
grounds, the ashes of forty cars are uow 
smouldering, ami after numerous efforts 
the mob has succeeded iii tiring the Illi­ 
nois Central shops ut Burnside. 
At the stock yards aUmt fifty toughs, 
few of whom were railroad men, skulked 
from |H>iut to point aud set a large num­ 
ber of tires. 
Their method was thor­ 
oughly unique. 
lauding several hand 
cars with biuret* of "w aste” ami oil, 
they would glide around amotig the cars 
iii tin* darkness, lighting wads of the in- 
t Ll ii 111 ta I *Ie stuff, which would be throwu 
into the open doors of the curs as they 
passed by them. 
Fires sprung up on 
every hand and no organized effort on the 
part of th*- police seemed to be under way 
to intercept them. 
The aggregate of tile 
hisses to tile railroads will be enormous. 
Miles of their tracks have been ruined by 
the fierce heat, hundreds of switch and 
signal 
towers 
with 
their 
expensive 
u erin nisui utterly ruined. 
Thousands 
of cars and untold quantities of merchan­ 
dise of every imaginable description have 
fed tile flames ami gorged the larders of 
tIii*1* es. 
Locomotives have been wrecked 
aud disabled; miles of tangled wires aud 
prostrate poles litter the ground. 
Only One residence has been burned 
thus far as a direct result of the in­ 
cendiaries work, and that one was iu 
the st*** k yards district, and business 
buildings have escu|K*d altogether. 
But 
the wanton destruction of railway prop­ 
erty continues uut-be*ked, and with in­ 
creasing destructiveness. 
The muddcm-d 
mobs, worked up to the highest pitch of 
fury, paralleled the scenes of the com­ 
mune, and it appears as though nothing 
short of a miracle can prevent ail armed 
demonstration against them and the sac­ 
rifice of tunny lives. 
To illustrate the tactics resorted to by 
the incendiaries to hamper the work of 
the fire department 
empty, 
cartridges 
were forced into the key holes of the fire 
alarm boxes, firemen were knocked down 
with stones and bricks, aud while work­ 
ing at tires the horse.- of the department 
were stolen. 
The stoning of incoming trains was a 
common pastime with the mobs, and sev­ 
eral persons were more or less injured 
by flying missiles. 
Due engineer on a 
Rock Island train was so badly injured 
that it was at first supposed that he was 
dead. 
Tile assaults of the mob, how­ 
ever. were not met 
with passive re- 
sistaiu*e which characterized the course 
pursued yesterday. 
On two oeoosions at 
least, their attacks were met with ac­ 
curately aimed lead. Duriug a riot in the 
morning over an incoming milk train at 
Kensington 
a 
deputy 
United 
States 
marshal shot and killed two strikers, and 
during the afternoon the deputies guard­ 
ing an incoming Baltimore A Ohio pas­ 
senger train replied to a volley of shots 
and stones which the strikers showered 
upon them 
tty turning 
their revolvers 
loose, killing four of their assailants anil 
wounding a number of others. 
Of the situation in general it may be 
said to have broadened and strengthened 
its grip. 
Th** most significant feature of 
it is th** carrying of the strike East to 
Cleveland, tying up ail the connections 
of the seaw ard trunk lines there, with 
the promise that by to morrow it will 
reach the trunk lines themselves aud so 
practically reach the Atlantic seaboard 
by tying up all roads at Buffalo. 
Thus 
the strike would expend from oeean to 
oci*nn. 
There is no notable relief at the 
points heretofore placed under embargo, 
and the situation at K ansas City was 
complicated by the tying up of the Fort 
Scott road, thereby 
involving 
another 
Southwestern line. 
The Pacific coast remains in paralysis 
from which there are no indications o f 
relief. 


Chicago, July 
IO. — Peace reigns in 
Warsaw! 
The same cannot be said of 
C hicago, for the tread of armed men is 
still heard in her street* and the wheels 
of commerce still lag. 
Nevertheless the 
war cloud which has overhung this city 
and this land for the past teu days shows 
dirtirct signs 
of lifting. 
Instead of 
stories of additional railroads tied up at 
various points thought ut the eouutry, 
today's dispatches, almost without ex­ 
ception, bring advices of strikers return­ 
ing to work and an increased resumption 
of traffic amounting in some places to a 
inturn to nounal conditions. 
At. St. Louis, Kansas City and Denver 
it was reported that rairoad business had 
abt ut resumed 
its normal 
conditions. 
Nashville also reported an improvement. 
About the only points at which the strike 
manager* showed any gain were in the 
partial walk-out of firemen at Fort Scott, 
Kau., the freight meu on the Kanawha 
Ac Michigan at Charleston, W. Va., aud 
the strike of the A. R. U. meu oil tho 
Big Four at Mattoon. 
It will thus be 
seeu at the leading railroad centers the 
strikers 
have made 
perceptible losses, 
while their gains are at comparatively 
unimportant points. 


St. Paul, July IO.—A bridge 350 feet 
long on the Northern Pacific, near Liv­ 
ingston, Mont., was bunted last night, 
stopping the Northern Pacific train sent 
out of St. Paul with United States troops 
on board and another coming east from 
the coast.

The question was decided iii the affirma­ 
tive by a u overwhelming vote, however, 
ami the ultimatum propounded that if 
Pullman does not reach a definite under­ 
standing with his late employes before 
noon Tuesday the Allied Trades Union 
of Chicago will open the ball Wednesday 
morning by walking out in a body. 
The joint committee from the city coun­ 
cil ami the Federation of Labor met Yiee 
Picsident Wickes at the office of the 
Pullman company at 
2 o’clock. 
The 
chairman of the council committee ex­ 
plained to Mr. Wickes the nature of the 
request, and after a brief consultation 
with his attorney he refuse*! emphatical­ 
ly to receive the proposed committee of 
five. 
"The Pullman company has nothing to 
arbitrate,” said Mr. Wickes, "and we 
must refuse to accept the committee to 
which you refer. 
Our company him uot 
receded from the position taken at the 
inception of the strike. 
This is final.”

Debs, Howard, Keleher and 
Rogers were taken into the office of 
District Attorney MUchrist immediately 
ifter their arrest, aud, after a few hours’ 
detention, were released on bail by Judge 
Ii russe up, their boud* being $10,090 each.

schedules.

Reed took occasion to 
tw it the Democrats for following the 
precedent set by the Republicans in the 
Fifty-first congress, a preceeding which

time. 
Mr. Wilson urged on the house the n»*- 
eessity of standing steadfastly by the 
two cardinal principles of the house lull - 
free raw material and the ad valorem 
system of taxation—and of thus keeping 
faith with the people who had sent them 
to congress to effect this reform.

July 9.—A fight occurred yes­ 
terday afternoon at Hammond, Iud., be­ 
tween a mob of 5,(RN! men ami Company 
J>, Fifteenth infantry, in which one of 
the mob is known to be killed, and sev­ 
eral others, including oue woman, are 
said to have been injured. 
Tile mob be­ 
came so violent shortly after noon that a 
battalion of the First Illinois militia was 
sent down from Pullman. 
It drove (he 
rioters over the state line, which runs 
just west of Hamn.oud, but were not 
able to do more, as they could not move 
into the State of Indiana. 
Word was 
sent to Chicago for a company of regu­ 
lars who could operate irrespective of tile 
state line. Capt. H art, with Company B, 
Fifteenth iiif.uitiy, were dispatched to 
the s*che. 
The regulars were patrolling 
the tracks in a passenger coach when 
they were attacked by the mob with 
stoucs, some shots being fired. 
The 
troops at once returned the fire, through 
the car windows, killing Charles Fleisrli- 
man, who was shot through the bowels, 
and wounding W. H. Campbell iu the 
leg. 
Several other men aud women were 
wounded, but their names are not known. 
Three additional emupauies of regulars 
were sent from Chicago oil special traius. 
Earlier in the day th** rioters took pos­ 
session of the town, sacked the telegraph 
office, overturn***! fieight cars, burned a 
Pullman aud beat five railroad meu, one 
fatally. 
Saturday evening the strikers and the 
State of Illinois came together aud a 
I itched battle was the result. The num­ 
ber of killed and wounded will never be 
known, as the mob carried off a number 
of men who were seeu to fall, and wheth- 
ei they were dead or wounded or how 
many of them fell it is impossible at 
this time to ascertain.

R E V IE W OF T H E ST R IK E . 


T he S itu a tio n ne R e p o r ted F ro m Im ­ 
p o r ta n t Ha ll ro o d C en ters. 
Chicago, July 9.—Tile present strike of 
railroad employes iu Chicago und the 
eutire country according to recent re­ 
ports, is not to be confined to a settle­ 
ment of the strike pf the employes of 
the Pullman Palace Car company. 
It is 
the intention of the A. R. IT. to force a 
settlement of the wage question on all 
railroads where they are organized be­ 
fore they agree to the final settlement of 
the present strike. 
President Debs said 
last uight that the report of a complica­ 
tion of the grievances now existing was 
in part true. 
“In some parts of the 
country our local unions will demand a 
readjustment of the wage scale before 
they return to work,” he said, “but this 
demand will not be general, nor is it made 
a part of the issue in the present struggle. 
Iii many places, however, where the wage 
scale has been lowered so far that the 
men can no longer stand it the unions will 
not return to work until they get some 
satisfaction in that line.” 


San Francisco, July 9.—Local trains 
were run from Los Angeles over both 
SoutLern Pacific add Santa Fe lines, the 
latter starting another with oue Pull­ 
man attache*!. 
A train also arrived ut 
Los Angeles from Albuquerque with a 
Pullman. 
It is reported at Los Angeles 
that the government .will take step* to 
compel the railroad to move freight as 
well as passenger trains.

E A R T H Q U A K E IN T U R K E Y . 


F ifty L iv e* A re Loitt a n d M any P e o ­ 
p le In ju r ed . 
Constantinople, July l l . —Severe earth­ 
quake shocks were felt ut 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon yesterday. Many persons were 
killed and injured. 
The shock was felt 
in its full severity in all the villages 
bordering on the Bosphorus and the Sea 
of Mumora. 
Most of the buildings in 
these places 
suffered 
damage, and a 
number of houses were ruined complete­ 
ly. The people have sought shelter iii the 
fields outside the villages. 
It is believed 
that fifty persons have lost their lives, 
and that the number of injured far ex­ 
ceeds that figure. 
The loss of property 
will be very large. There have also been 
severe slinks of earthquake in Smyrna, 
the Island of Scio aud in tin* Dardanelles. 
No damage was done so far as known, 
but telegraphic communication between 
the places named and Constantinople has 
been cut off aud details have uot been vt* 
eeived.

Th** Western rneu say the 
reserves were made for the purpose of 
saving the timber, and thut if the pres­ 
ent bill is passed it xviii succeed in strip­ 
ping the reserves of the best portion of 
the timber, and defeat the intention of 
.he law providing for the reserves. Those 
xvho advocate the bill claim that unless 
the timber is disposed of it will be sub­ 
ject to loss by tire and theft and the gov­ 
ernment will derive no benefit from it.

It makes its home in an 
empty shell of a water snail, closing the 
opening with a web of varnished silk 
to keep the water out.

spiders spread silken filaments under 
water to entrap insects. 
In Nexv Zea­ 
land there is a black spider with a 
red spot on its stomach, which is sup­ 
posed to have a bite fatal to human 
beings. 
The same animal bas a simi­ 
lar reputation elsewhere, though unde­ 
servedly. It is found in this country. 
All spiders are v enc amus, but none 
of them are deadly. 
The spider of 111- 
repute above mentioned is afflicted xv itll 
constitutional hydrophobia.

into a fit if touched with water, though 
other species xviii drink eagerly if a 
drop of that fluid is offered on a straw. 
A severe spider bite produces symp­ 
toms like those of lockjaw. 
In the 
tropics live great hairy spiders. 
Some 
of them weigh half a pound, xvitli a 
spread of legs xvide enough to •ox,(*r a 
tea plate. Most of them spin no xx ( bs. 
but dig a hole in the ground, line it 
with silk and fit it xvitli a trap door so 
artfully made as to hinge, bevel edge 
aud spring that it is almost impossible 
to find the opening. 
In some eases 
they actually plant seeds on the dainty 
portal for the purpose of concealing it 
with groxving plants. 
Tile mission of spiders in the world 
is doubtless to keep down the flies, 
which would otherwise sxvar n over the 
earth. 
Only the females apln webs; 
tile males are about one-twcutieth tile 
size of the females, the sole purpose of 
their existence being that of reproduc­ 
tion. 
Spiders are very fond of the music 
of stringed instruments, 
because 
to 
their ears it resembles the buzzing of 
captive flies. 
Their greatest enemies 
are wasps, which paralyze them by 
stinging them. 
Then the wasp plants 
i be spider in a bole, lays xn egg beside 
her and covers her up. 
The youug 
v r sp grub, on being hatched, feeds *n 
the body of the spider. 
On a warm 
autumn day the air is sometimes full 
of spiders’ webs. 
Certain species cf 
arachnids attach threads to the ground 
and permit the breeze to blow them 
away. 
Thus they remain for days sus­ 
pended high in the air aud miles axvay 
from their anchorage. 
The arrival of 
a moist spell of weather sometimes 
produces a rain of spiders’ xvebs, caus­ 
ing great astonishment. 
Spiders are 
feeble creatures, their poison affording 
little protection against the attacks of 
insect foes. 
Like human beings, they 
ha vt* unprotected bodies, aud no nat­ 
ural xx* a po us xvorth mentioning. Their 
survival in creation is due to the exer 
cise of superior intelligence.

The chicken coop was denned reg­ 
ularly twice a week. You wonder what 
that had to do with his success. 
Be­ 
sides keeping the fow l healthy, he had 
a barrel of splendid fertilizer every 
two or three xveeks. lie had th** chick 
en house tnude xvitli movable porches, 
and with a door large enough for him 
to walk upright through it, aud xvith 
the aid of a wheelbarrow the cleaning 
up process xvas a very short Job.

He made his ground do the best for 
Hie care spent upon it. After the. pea 
crops came off the ground xvas prepared

larger sp(x*iim*ns are sent inclose them 
in a small box. 
It is often a puzzle to the gardener 
how to adorn spots in the garden that 
are so densely shaded that grass aud 
most other vegetation would not thrive 
upon it.

Cure the slight colds and thus avoid 
more serious troubles. 
Infuse ut*xv blood annually into your 
flocks. 
Have sharp grit constantly before 
them. 
Have a scratching pen attached to

decrease in digestibility. Albuminoids 
are especially affected by fermentation, 
and tile kinds of plants xvhieh contain 
most albuminoids are therefor** not tit 
ted for 
preservation 
by 
ensilaging. 
This result is, we think, in accordance 
xvith general practical experience. Corn 
is the great ensilage plant. Clover is 
very hard to save in good condition, 
its strong tendency is to violent fer­ 
mentation because of its ulhuminioiis 
and nitrogenous must Putouts. There 
is really no necessity iii our climate 
for ensilaging clover. 
By putting tin* 
cut clover iu cock aud keeping it under 
cover of inly caps, it can he made into 
hay with very little loss of nutritive 
value. 
If it is also more digestible 
than when put into the silo tin* argu­ 
ment against ensilaging clover is made 
still stronger.

Considerable difference of opinion ox- 
/sts as to the best time to cut hay. No 
fixed rules can be established for all 
grasses aud all cond!tons, but iii belier■- 
a1, says the Farm and Dairy, the prac­ 
tice of cutting early xviii give the best 
results. The desire to get til** highest 
yield of bay frequently leads to mead­ 
ows becoming over ripe. Investigation 
Ir is shoxvn that timothy increases iii 
weight during the latter stages of ripen­ 
ing and the indications are that it also 
(ms a slightly higher value for fatten­ 
ing purposes but a lower value for milk 
production. 
With 
clover, 
however, 
there is a loss of both feeding value 
and yield occasioned by the ripening of 
tile crop. Besides this the mechanical 
loss in handling is much less iu early 
cut than in ripe hay. 
For the most substance of fife fogs 
est value, however, it is not well to 
cut too early. The condition just fol- 
loxving the blooming stages, indicated 
by a well market] tendency of the clo­ 
ver heads to change to brown, and tim­ 
othy heads to fill out, and seeds to go 
into the dough state, gives ethe best re­ 
sults. The clover heads will not all 
change the same time; some will turn 
quite early. Clover dn the best state 
for cutting w ill have from oue-fourth 
to one-half brown heads. 
There is yet another consideration of 
no less importance in haying than yield 
and quality, viz: the aftermath. The 
early cut meadoxv 
almost 
invaribly 
grows the best second crop. A differ­ 
ence of two weeks in time of remov­ 
ing a crop of hay often accounts for a 
difference 
between 
a good 
second 
growth and almost nothing, to say 
nothing of the injury of exposing a 
practically barren meadoxv to late sum­ 
mer and autumn drouths aud taking 
the meadow into winter conditions in 
low vitality. In summing up, then, the 
advantages in yield, quality, economi­ 
cal handling, and continued utility of 
the meadow, all are iu favor of mod­ 
erately early cutting. 


Garden Nates. 
It is better to use too much seed, and 
thin out the surplus plants, than to lie 
too economical in that respect. 
No 
farmer ever saved anything by econo­ 
mizing too closely in the use of seed. 
When the ground is worked to a fine 
condition the roots penetrate the soil 
more easily, secure a greater share of 
plant food, and grow more rapidly 
thau when but slight cultivation is 
given the soil. 
Remember in locating a market gar­ 
den that a near market where a trade 
can be established 
xvith 
consumers 
means large profits, a saving of time, 
of freight and express charge, of com­ 
missions and loss of goods >n transpor­ 
ting. 
Drainage is essential for removing the 
excess of water in the loxv *r soil, but 
to retain the water near the surface, 
for the use of plants is important. This 
may be done by keeping the soil con­ 
stantly loose with the cultivator, the 
fine soil on the surface serving as a 
covering, or mulch, and thereby pre­ 
venting rapid evaporation.

Chicago, July 7.—With flaming torch 
lawless hordes of firebugs were at work 
last night at a score of point' iu the 
s.'Utb half of Chicago. 
Fires were rag­ 
ing iu every direction among ihe numer­ 
ous railroad yards, thousands ot ears and 
tens of thousands of dorrars worth of 
n.eiehaudise went up iu smoke or were 
carried off by the now frenzied mobs of 
rioters. 
Incendiarism 
was 
rampant, 
alarm after alarm followed in quick suc­ 
cession all night aud from early morn­ 
ing until midnight reports of fresh fires 
followed each other with startling rapid­ 
ity, being confined, however, principally 
to railroad lolling stock aud buildings, 
against whieh, thus far, the greater part 
of the mob’s fury has been directed. 
Early in the morning 
a blaze 
started 
among some overturned cars at Kensing­ 
ton, quickly 
communicating 
to 
other 
tracks filled with 
long lines 
of cars, 
many containing 
valuable merchandise 
were soon blazing furiously. 
Funued hy 
stioiig winds there were at this point a 
total of eighty cars wiped out. 
At tlit* 
stock yards one blaze after another was 
reported, and from the outlying districts 
came urgent calls for engines aud police 
protection, increasing in frequency. 
But with the falling shades of night 
came the climax of tin* fiery festival. 
Tho Pan Handle yards from Fifty-fifth 
to Sixty-third streets, eight blocks, were 
u mass of tire. 
Ten tracks, containing 
from a thousand to two thousand cars, 
half of them loaded, is a total loss. 
No 
water being at hand the lire burned itself 
out. 
The Pan Handle station at Sixty- 
third street was also fired and destroyed. 
The Grand Trunk yards at Elston was 
a sea of flames. 
Five hundred box cars 
arc* supposed to have been burned. 
Ail 
efforts to check the flames were futile. 
The flag shanties and other railroad prop­ 
erty also burned, and no water except 
•lie stream from a plug at Fifty-first 
street could be obtained. 
While directing 
the movements of the Eleventh battalion 
at this point Fire Marshal 
Fitzpatrick 
was seized hy a thoroughly frenzied iuob 
of firebugs and thrown into a pond, from 
which he was rescued more dead than 
alive. 
At Hyde Park, near the world’s fair 
grounds, the ashes of forty cars are now 
smouldering, and after numerous efforts 
the mob lias succeeded in firing the Illi­ 
nois Central shops at Burnside. 
At the slock yards about fifty toughs, 
few of whom were railroad men, skulked 
from point to |Hiint and set a large num­ 
ber of tires. 
Their method was thor­ 
oughly unique. 
Loading several hand 
cars with buckets of “waste” and cil, 
they would glide around among !ln* cars 
iu tin* d a r k n e s s , lighting wads of the in­ 
flammable stuff, which would L»e thrown 
into the open doors of the ears as tlu-y 
passed hy them. 
Fires sprung up on 
every hand and no organized effort on the 
part of the police seemed to he under way 
to intercept them. 
The aggregate of the 
l o s s e s to the railroads will be enormous. 
Miles of their tracks have been ruined by 
the fierce heat, hundreds of switch and 
signal 
towers 
with 
their 
expensive 
n ci In nism utterly ruined. 
Thousands 
of cars ami untold quantities of merchan­ 
dise of every imaginable description have 
fed tin* flames and gorged tin* larders of 
thieves. 
Locomotives have be‘**n wrecked 
and disabled; miles of tangled wires aud 
prostrate poles litter the ground. 
Only One residence lias been burned 
thus far as a direct result of tlie in­ 
cendiaries work, and that one was in 
tin* st«u k yards district, ami business 
buildings have escaped altogether. 
But 
the wanton destruction of railway prop 
ertv continues utl£be< ked, and with iu 
creasing destructiveness. 
The maddened 
mobs, worked up to the highest pitch of 
fury, paralleled the scenes of the com­ 
mune, and it appears us though uothiug 
short of a miracle can prevent au armed 
demonstration against them and the suc- 
rifiee of many lives. 
To illustrate the tactics resorted to hy 
the incendiaries to hamper the work of 
the tire department 
empty, 
cartridges 
were forced into the key holes of the fire 
alarm boxes, firemen wire knocked down 
with stones and bricks, and while work­ 
ing at tires the horse.* of the department 
were stolen. 
The stoning of incoming trains was 
common pastime with the mobs, and sev­ 
eral persons were more or less injured 
by flying missiles. 
One engineer on 
Rock Island train was so badly injured 
that it was at first supposed that he was 
dead. 
The assaults of the mob, how­ 
ever, were not met 
with passive re 
sistanee which characterized the course 
pursued yesterday. 
On two oceosions at 
least, their attacks were met with nc 
curately aimed lead. During a riot in tin 
morning over au incoming milk train at 
Kensington 
a 
deputy 
United 
States 
marshal shot and killod two strikers, and 
during the afternoon tin* deputies guard­ 
ing au incoming Baltimore A' Ohio pas­ 
senger train replied to a volley of shots 
and stones whieh the strikers showered 
upon them 
hy turning 
their revolvers 
loose, killing four of their assailants and 
wounding a number of others. 
( >f the situation in general it may he 
said to have broadened and strengthened 
its grip. 
The most significant feature of 
it is the carrying of the strike East to 
Cleveland, tying up all tin* connections 
of the seaboard trunk lines there, with 
the promise that by to-morrow it will 
reach the trunk lines themselves and so 
practically reach tin* Atlantic seaboard 
by tying up all roads at Buffalo. 
Thus 
the strike would expend from ocean to 
ocean. 
There is no notable relief at the 
points heretofore placed under embargo, 
and the situation at Kansas City was 
complicated by the tying up of the Fort 
Scott road, thereby 
involving 
another 
Southwestern line. 
Tlie Pacific coast remains in paralysis 
from whi< h there are no indications of 
relief. 


Chicago, July 
10. — Peace reigns in 
Warsaw! 
The same cannot be said of 
Chicago, for tin* tread of armed men is 
still heard iu her streets and the w h e e l s 
of commerce still lag 
Nevertheless the 
war «loud which has overhung this city 
and this land for the past ten days s h o w s 
duticct signs 
of lifting. 
Instead of 
stories of additional railroads tied up at 
various points thought at the country, 
to-day s dispatches, almost without ex­ 
ception, bring advices of strikers return­ 
ing to work arid an increased resumption 
of traffic amounting in some places to a 
return to noimal conditions. 
At. St. Louis, Kansas City and Denver 
it was reported that rairoad business had 
ah'ut resumed 
its normal 
conditions. 
Nashville also reported an improvement. 
About the only points at which tin* strike 
managers showed any gain were ill the 
partial walk-out of firemen at Fort S«*ott, 
Ivan., the freight men on the Kanawha 
A Michigan at Charleston, \V. Va., aud 
the strike of the A. R. U. men on the 
Big Four at Mattoou. 
It will thus be 
seen at tlie leading railroad centers the 
strikers 
have made 
perceptible losses, 
while their gains are at comparatively 
unimportant points. 


St. Paul, July 10.—A bridge 350 feet 
long on the Northern Pacific, near Liv­ 
ingston, Mont., was hurued last night, 
stopping the Northern Pacific* train sent 
out of St. Paul with United States troops 
on hoard and another coming east from 
the* coast. 
Traffic will necessarily be 
suspend'*'! until the bridge is rebuilt.

The mob lie- 
••ame so violent shortly after noon that a 
battalion of the First Illinois militia was 
sent down from Pullman. 
It drove Hie 
rioters over the state line, which runs 
just west of Hamn.oud, but were not 
able to do more, as they could not move 
into the State of Indiana. 
Word was 
sent to Chicago for a company of regu­ 
lars who could operate irrespective ot ttie 
state line. Capt. Hart, with Company B, 
Fifteenth iuf.intiy, were dispatched to 
tin* si cue. 
The regulars were patrolling 
tin* tracks in a passenger coach when 
they were attacked by the mob with 
stones, 
some shots being fired. 
Tlie 
troops at once returned the fire, through 
the car windows, killing Charles Fleisch- 
uian, who was shot through the bowels, 
and wounding W. H. Campbell in the 
leg. 
Several other men aud women were 
wounded, but their names are not known. 
Three additional companies of 
regulars 
were sent from Chicago on special trains. 
Earlier in the day tin* rioters took pos­ 
session of the town, sacked the telegraph 
office, overturned ft eight cars, burned a 
Pullman and beat five railroad men, one 
fatally. 
Saturday evening the strikers aud the 
State of Illinois came together and a 
I itched battle was the result.

The joint committee from tin* city coun­ 
cil aud the Federation of Labor met \ ice 
Pnsident Wiekes at the office of the 
Pullman company at 
2 o’clock.

chairman of tin* council committee ex­ 
plained to Mr. Wiekes the nature of the 
request, and after a brief consultation 
with his attorney he refused emphatical­ 
ly to receive tin* proposed committee of 
five. 
“The Pullman company lia s nothing to 
arbitrate,” said Mr. Wiekes, “and we 
must refuse to accept the committee to 
which you refer.

Most of the buildings in 
these places 
suffered 
damage, and a 
number of houses were ruined complete­ 
ly. The people have sought shelter in the 
fields outside the villages. 
It is believed 
that fifty persons have lost their lives, 
and that the number of injured far ex­ 
ceeds that figure. 
'Hie loss of property 
will he very large. There have also been 
severe shoks of earthquake in Smyrna, 
the Island of Seio and 111 the Dardanelles.

It is a I ill to protect forest re­ 
serves, but tIre W estern men say that it 
will result in the sale of the timber of 
those reserves, and they propose to have 
it materially amended before it shall la* 
allowed to pass. 
The bill came from the 
committee on public lands and provides 
for the disposal of timber upon the re­ 
serves that have been set apart iu dif­ 
ferent W estern States. 
There have been 
reserved from settlement liy pioelamation 
of the president alwiut 17,000,000 acres of 
land iu the States of .Montana, Idaho, 
Wyoming, 
W ashington, Oregon, 
(,’ali- 
lornia. Nevada, Colorado and in tin* ter­ 
ritories. 
The bill which is now back in 
the house from the committee on public 
lands provides for the disposal of such 
lands in the reserves as are not actual 
timber lands. 
The W estern men say the 
reserves were made for the purpose of 
saving the timber, and that if the pres­ 
ent lull is passed it will succeed in strip­ 
ping tin* reserves of the best portion of 
the timber, and defeat the intention of 
.he law providing for the reserves.

who advocate the bill claim that unless 
the timber is disposed of it will lie sul»- 
jeot to loss by lire and theft and the gov­ 
ernment will derive no benefit from ii.

opening w ith a w eb o f varnished sill; 
to keep the w ater out. 
Other aquatic 
spiders spread silken filam ents under 
w ater to entrap insects. 
In N ew Zoa 
land there is a black spider w ith a 
red spot ou Its stom ach, w hich is sup­ 
posed to have a bite fatal to human 
beings. 
T he sam e anim al has a sim i­ 
lar reputation elsew here, though unde­ 
servedly. 
It is found In this country. 
A ll spiders are vein* nous, but none 
o f them are deadly. 
The spider of ill 
repute above m entioned is afflicted with 
constitutional hydrophobia. 
It will go 
into a fit if touched w ith w ater, though 
other species w ill drink eagerly it a 
drop o f th at fluid is off * red on a straw . 
A severe spider bite produces sym p­ 
tom s like those of lockjaw . 
In the 
tropics live great hairy spiders. 
Som e 
o f them w eigh half a pound, with a 
spread of legs w ide enough to •over a 
tea plate. 
M ost o f them spin no w ebs, 
but dig a hole in the ground, line it 
w ith silk and lit it w ith a trap door s.. 
artfully m ade as to hinge, bevel edge 
and spring that it is alm ost im possible 
to llml the opening. 
In som e cases 
they actually plant sei*ds ou the dainty 
portal for the purpose of concealing it 
w ith grow ing plants. 
T he m ission of spiders in the world 
is doubtless to keep dow n the flies, 
w hich would otherw ise sw .ir n over the 
earth. 
Duly the fem ales 
qffn w ebs; 
the m ales are about one-tw entieth the 
size o f the fem ales, the sole purpose of 
their existence being that of reproduc­ 
tion. 
Spiders are very fond of the m usic 
of stringed instrum ents, 
because 
to 
their ears it resem bles the buzzing of 
captive flies. 
T heir great *st enetnics 
are w asps, w hich paralyse them by 
stinging them . 
Then the w asp plants 
ihe spider in a hole, lays an egg beside 
her and covers her up. 
T he young 
v rsp grub, <m being hatched, feeds i n 
the body o f tin* spider. 
On a warm 
autum n day the air is som etim es full 
of spiders’ w ebs. 
Certain species of 
arachnids attach threads to the ground 
and perm it tie* breeze to blmv them 
an ay. 
Thus they remain for days sus 
pended high in the air and m iles aw ay 
trom their anchorage. 
T he arrival of 
a m oist spell of w eath *r som etim es 
produces a rain o f spiders’ w ebs, cau s­ 
ing great astonishm ent. 
Spiders are 
feeble creatures, their poison affording 
little protection against tin* attacks of 
insect foes. 
Like hum an beings, they 
havw unprotected bodies, and no n at­ 
ural w iap on s w orth m entioning.

/sts as to the best tim e to cut hay. 
No 
fixed rules can be established for all 
grasses and all conditous, but in beiier- 
al, says the Farm and D airy, the prac­ 
tice of cutting early w ill give the best 
results. T he desire to get tin* highest 
yield o f hay frequently leads to m ead­ 
ows becom ing over ripe. 
Investigation 
Iras show n that tim othy increases in 
w eight during the latter stages o f ripen­ 
ing and the indications are that it also 
lias a slightly higher value for fatten ­ 
ing purposes but a low er value for milk 
production. 
W ith 
clover, 
how ever, 
there Is a loss of both feeding value 
tnd yield occasioned by the ripening of 
the crop. 
B esides this the m echanical 
loss in handling Is much less in early 
cut than in ripe hay. 
For the m ost substance of tIk* bigs 
st value, how ever, it is not w ell to 
cut too early. T he condition just fol­ 
low ing the bloom ing stages, Indicated 
by a well marked tendency of the clo­ 
ver heads to change to brown, and tim ­ 
othy heads to till out, and seeds to go 
Into tli** dough state, gives etlu* best re­ 
sults. 
The clover heads w ill not all 
change tho sam e tim e; som e will turn 
quite early. Clover \ln the best state 
for cutting w ill have from one fourth 
to ono- ia lf brown heads. 
There Is yet another consideration of 
no less Im portance in haying than yield 
and quality, viz: tlu* afterm ath. The 
early cut m eadow 
alm ost 
invaribly 
grow s the b est second crop. 
A differ­ 
ence of tw o w eeks in tim e of rem ov­ 
ing a crop of hay often accounts for a 
difference 
betw een 
a good 
second 
grow th and alm ost nothing, 
to say 
nothing of the injury of exposing a 
practically barren m eadow to late sum ­ 
mer and autum n drouths and taking 
tlu* m eadow into 
w inter conditions in 
low vitality. 
In sum m ing up, then, the 
advantages in yield, quality, econom i­ 
cal handling, and continued utility of 
the m eadow , all are iu favor of m od­ 
erately curly cutting.
